Secretary’s report 


President Spence Sunderland called the meeting 
to order @ 7:02 PM. Sergeant-at-Arms Roger Serrot, 
reported there were 35 members & 6 guests in atten- 
dance. Our guests were Joel Riley, Jim Bevins (who 
also became our newest Life Member) & the James 
Massullo family (Jim, his wife, & 2 children). “Act- 
ing” Secretary, Chris Palmer, read the minutes from 
the October meeting, & they were accepted “as read.” 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim Huffman): The 
starting bank balance (as of 10/01/21) was $43,132.69. 
After deposits of $75 (Jim to check origin of $$) & 
checks of $24 to Oakstone and $622 to AutoOwners 
Insurance, the ending bank balance (as of 10/31/21) 
came to $42,561.69. Petty cash had a starting balance 
of $638.75. With increases of $13.20 from the October 
auction & $70.00 from the 50/50, the total petty cash 
amount was $721.95. After payments of $315.00 to 
Loren Rittenhouse (winner of the 50-50, $20.00 for 
door prizes, and $19.09 to Gary Heberline for pencils, 
the ending petty cash balance = $367.86.
